‘Is your child dressed too warmly? 
Probably he is, Almost every moth- 
er puts too many clothes on her child 
Too many clothes makes the child 
prespire, tires him out, and makes him 
more susceptible to colds and other 
infections. 

‘Children should be dressed prop- 
erly for health and comfort.
